MMIGRANT QUOTAS 

What will Congress do to the existing 
immigrant quota laws at its coming session? 
Will it further restrict or amplify the quotas 
of the different nations, or will it pass the 
buck, as it did at the last session, and let 
the whole matter slide over for another 
year? We have had six years of immigrant 
quotas, during which time, according to the 
Commissioner-General of 
2,477,755 aliens have been lawfully admitted, 
or_a little over twice as many as during the 
previous six years, which included part of 
the war period in which immigration was 
Scant. 

After subtracting the number of aliens 
who returned home during the last six-year 
period, there still remain 2,008,287, but to 
these must be added at least 1,000,000 aliens 
who, according to official estimates, gained 
Surreptitious entry despite strict Federal 
vigilance. The Christian Science Monitor, 
efter a careful survey, estimates that illegal 
entries are at the rate of 175,000 a year. 

Many statesmen and journalists are now 
discussing the advisability of putting Mexi- 
cans upon a quota basis. In the East there 
is a great deal of strained sympathy for 
Southern California because of its being 
“overrun with Mexicans.” But Southern 
California is not worrying half so much 
about this immigration as are its eastern 
friends. In Los Angeles not more than 5 
per cent of the population is of Plexican 
birth, and without their labor we should not 
have made nearly the progress that we have 
enjoyed in late years. The Times has

FUTILE ASSASSIN 
The attempt upon the life of President 
Kondouriotis of Greece, had it succeeded, 
would no more have produced the resylt de- 
sired by the assassin than any other politi- 
cal crime of the kind in the world's 
It is only the crack-brained who imagine 
that by removing an individual they can 
change a principle or affect a system. As- 
sassinations have always been futile, and 
any reasoning man can see why. 

The waiter out of work who fired apon 
the Greek President says be did so because 
the government had failed to provide him 
with a means of earning a living. Only in 


Socialist theory is this considered an obli-| 


gation of any government, and Zafioios 
Goussios had only to look to the north for 
an exaniple of how poorly this theory works 
out in practice. There is, of course, no such 
obligation; the parents of a child are logi- 
cally obligated te do their best to provide 
for its existence, but organized society is 
not bound to do go, except by giving it the 
equal protection of the laws. But this 
aside, President Kondouriotis was in any 
ease no more than the instrument of a syse- 
tem set up by the Greek people, and was 
not responsible for the waiter’s distress. 
The only refiex from the shots fired at 
Athens will be to seat the present Greek 
government more firmly, as the swords that 
were buried in Ceasar’s breast established 
the Roman Empire instead of bringing 
about the return of the republic. 

Various attempts on the life of Mussolini 
have saved Fascism when it seemed doomed 
to a political overthrow, and enabled Il Duce 
to get a grip upon Italian affairs thet will 
not soon be shaken off. If our own coun- 
try, the slaying of Lincols did not aid the 
South, bringing about instead an era in 
which the mistakes of lesser men set back 
the progress of that region for many years. 
The purposeless assassinations of Garfield 
and of McKinley had no political effect, and 
did not shake in the least the stability of 
the government. 

If the assassination of the Austrian Arch- 


Duke at Sarajevo in 1914 did actually pre- 


eipitate the World War, it was at most no 
more than the touching of a match to a 
powder train long laid; the war would prob- 


¢, | ably have taken place in any event, and it 


was not the result which the slayer sought. 
Instead of immediate relief from Austrian 
oppression, the act brought long years of 
misery and disaster to Serbia, Bosnia and 


| Herzegovina and was almost a death-blow to 


civilization itself. The Sarajevo plotters 
would have withheld their hands hed they 
been able to foresee what was to follow. 
The downfall of governmet.ts probably is 
never even hastened by the knife or bullet 
of the assassin, since the usual effect is to 
strengthen them.

Wastage of natural gas in the Ventura- 
avenue oil field alone now amounts to 139,- 
000,000 cubic feet daily, according to esti- 


mates from oil sources, exceeding by 58. 


000,000 cubic feet the amount that is con- 
served and turned into the mains. 

It is a sityation that urgently demands a 
remedy. Not only is the gas allowed to es- 
cape into the atmosphere unused, but much 
of it is allowed to blow away ‘witheut pass- 
ing through an absorption plant and yield- 
ing its treichtage st gasoline. 

Though oil men everywhere are complain- 
ing of OVerdBYclopment and a poor market 
for oil and oil products, the number of pro- 
ducing wells in this district has increased 
from 85 in August to 102 at the end of Oc- 


tober. There is wastage in other oil fields | 


Also, such as the Seal Beach field, but it is 
not so serious. At domestic rates, the gas 
that escapes unused in the Ventura-avenue, 
field would produce $46,000,000 annually in 
revenue for the gas companies. 

What can be done to prevent this squan- 
dering of a natural resource which, once 
gone, can never be replaced, is a problem 
requiring sober thought by the best minds 


of the State. There does not seem to be 


any practical method of storing any appre- 
ciable proportion of this gas above ground, 
and perhaps the only way of preventing 
wastage is to stop the drilling of wells, but 
just how this can be done legally remains 
to be discovered.

A bright light went out in the world of 
letters when, scarred and battered from a 
hundred fights in the fleld of journalism, the 
old German publicist, Maximilian Harden, 
laid down his pen for the last time in his 
peaceful home at Montana Vermala. Many 
times before he had been ruled out of the 
contest by the force of man-made laws, 
many times before his printing presses had 
been esflenced by the band of the authori- 
ties, his political enemies in 1923 even at- 
‘tempted his life. But only death could re- 
move from the arena a fighter who, what- 
ever his other faults end errors, was never 
guilty of showing the white feather. 
Maximilian Harden was known for years 
as the most famous and most feared editor 
in all Europe. He firgt sprang into promi- 
nence when he denouneed the “Round
